At the present time, City of 
Albany collects 1.84 percent of 
|the assessed value of property. 
| With the Watson proposal, would 
City of Albany be limited to 1.75 
percent of the ‘‘market” value or 
| 7.0 percent of the assessed value? 

For Albany homeowners the 
1971-1972 tax bite is 13.568 per- 
| cent of assessed value—3.392 per- | 
| cent of ‘market’’ value. The 
| Watson proposal would cut that 
|to half—1.75 percent. But noth- 
ing in the proposal will cut the 
| bills. The other half of essen- 
| tial revenue must still be raised 
|—by other taxes. The Watson 
' proposal will have only one real 
|effect. It will create such con- 
' fusion that any true tax reform 
will be delayed. 


Under pressure of State and

Faralions New 
Game Refuge 


The Farallon Islands and wat- 


lers within a radius of one mile 


of the islands will become a state 
game refuge, under terms of a 
bill passed by the Legislature and 
recently signed into law by Gov- 
ernor Reagan, 

According to the Department 
of Fish and Game, the Farallons, 
located 21 miles west of San 
Francisco, have the most import- 
ant seabird nesting area off the 
California coast. Recent surveys 
indicate that 150,000 breeding 


birds of all species use the islands | 


as a principal nesting area. 

It will be unlawful to possess 
a firearm within the refuge, un- 
less it is unloaded and encased. 

The Fish and Game Code pro- 
vision allowing fi imen to take 
seals or sea lions that are dam- 
aging equipment or catches does 
not apply within the refuge. 
Sport and commercial fishing 
will not be restricted, however. 

The tegislation, which is de- 
signed to provide greater protec 
tion for wildlife in this area, be- 
comes effective 61 days after ad- 
journment of the Legislature.
